Here is the rest of Robert’s “Bob’s” 
Story about his involvement and rise 
to become President of the ANA. 

Thank you Robert for taking the time 
to share your story with us, and espe¬ 
cially to be such a big part of our club. 

“I joined the ANA as a life member. 
There total amount was $ 400.00 with 
a payment plan stretched out over 2 
years. 

I new Richard and Loma Blaylock 
from Ogden, they were club represen¬ 
tatives. I petitioned to be a club rep¬ 
resentative for the ANA . As the 
Blaylock’s moved up I got their job as 
a district delegate. After they retired 
from their job as a regional coordina¬ 
tor, I took over their job. 

I was on the committee in 1986 for 
some type of entertainment as the 
banquet chairman. That is where I 
got involved with the officers at that 
time. I am still good friends with 
many of them today. I took some 
courses in grading and authentication 
from them. 

I was trying to get the ANA to come 
back to Salt Lake in the late 80’s, 
early 90’s.

KJRWIN, WYOMING 

Kirwin an abandoned mining town, rests high in the Absaroka Mountains. 38 ^iles 
southwest of Meeteetse. It sits on the North Fork of the Wood River, a mbutary of th 
Greybull River. In 1881 WiUiam Kirwin and Harry Adams were hunting in the area and 
found gold, copper, silver and lead in this rugged and beautiful country. 

By the early 1900’s, the town bad a population of over 200 people. Money c^e from 
the east and from Lead, South Dakota, Millions of dollars were pour^ into the mining 
activity. The stage ran three times a week from Meeteetse and all of the machine^ w^ 
in wagon!, pioo. by piece. U,rgc steel wheels, probably bron^t m by 
driver “Brontm Nell”, provided water-generated air pressure to operate drills m the mines. 

A sawmill was built and concrete was hauled by wagon from Cody, 70 miles away to 
LTS! s^?n^ in Kirwin. Most of the dwellings were usually one or two n»ms, 
there were also a few duplexes, and the mine superintendent had a two 
large bunkhouse provided a home for some seventy-five nainers employed by the three 
mines Frank Blackburn, who had a ranch in the area at this time, states that there were 
three general stores at one time or another, a post office, and a hotel, but no saloon. 

Much of the building in and around Kirwin was not completed. A powerhouse was built 
riCm tm?p^g !u of Kirwin wi* eleetrieity. but wasn’t fully finished. A survey 
was done for tSephonc lines ^m Meeteetse. and some poles were set, but the line was
